Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed on 1 1/2/2001 has been considered. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-4, drawn to a method for transceiving data with a battery- 
powered system, classified in class 455, subclass 556.1. 

II. Claims 5-25, drawn to a method and apparatus consisting of a bimodal 
power data link transceiver device, classified in class 455, subclass 73. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the subcombination is not 
essential to the combination. The subcombination has separate utility such as the 
patentability of a transceiver that can transmit and receive data at two different power 
levels does not have to operate with a battery powered system.
